The  American  Center  for  Law  and 
Justice  has  called  on  the  U.S.  State 
Department  to  remove  Feisal  Abdul 
Rauf,  the  imam  behind  the  proposed 
mosque  near  Ground  Zero  in  New  York, 
from  a  taxpayer-funded  trip  to  the 
Middle  East  to  discuss  Muslim  life  in 
America  and  religious  tolerance. 

"This  shows  a  tremendous  lade  of 
judgment  on  behalf  of  the  State 
Department  and  for  the  American  tax¬ 
payers  to  be  funding  this  global  journey 
is  not  onlv  wrong,  but  deeply  offensive. 
Jay  Sekulow,  AcLJ’s  chief  counsel,  said 
Aug.  10.  "We  demand  that  the  State 
Department  put  a  halt  to  the  imam's  par¬ 
ticipation  in  this  publicly-funded  trip." 

Rauf  has  refused  to  declare  Hamas  a 
terrorist  organization,  the  ACL!  news 
release  saidT  and  in  the  days  following 
the  Sept  11  terrorist  attacks,  Rauf  said 
LLS.  policy  could  be  considered 

an  “accessory"  to  the  tragedy.  <*'  *'***? 

State  Department  spokesman  P.J. 
Crowley  said  Rauf  will  travel  to  Qatar, 
Bahrain,  and  the  United  Arab  Emirates 
in  an  effort  sponsored  by  the  U.S.  gov¬ 
ernment's  Bureau  of  International 
Information  Programs. 

"We  have  about  1,200  of  these  kinds  of 
programs  every  year,  sending  experts  on 


press  briefing  Aug.  10.  "Last  year  we  had 
52  trips  that  were  specifically  focused  on 
promoting  religious  tolerance." 

Crowley  said  this  will  be  Raufs  third 
trip  under  the  program.  In  2007,  during 
the  Bush  administration,  he  visited 
Bahrain,  Morocco,  the  UAE  and  Qatar, 
and  in  January  he  visited  Egypt.  The 
State  Department's  discussions  with 
Rauf  about  the  latest  trip  preceded  the 
current  debate  surrounding  the  Ground 
Zero  mosque,  Crowley  said. 

Rauf  is  a  chief  fundraiser  for  the 
mosque,  and  critics  of  his  presence  on  the 
trip  nave  speculated  that  the  tawjayer- 
funded  goodwill  mission  could  help  him 
build  contacts  in  the  oil-rich  nations. 

"Does  the  State  Department  have  any 
idea  they  are  sending  a  guy  to  the  Middle 
East  whio  is  going  to  be  hindraising  per¬ 
haps  among  the  very  same  people  he  will 
be  meeting  with?"  said  Debra  Burlingame, 
whose  brother  was  the  pilot  of  the  hijacked 
plane  that  crashed  into  the  f  entagon. 

The  Washington  Times  published  an 
editorial  Aug.  10  saying  Rauf  s  trip  could 
be  "simply  a  taxpayer-funded  fundraising 
jMtfvt  to  unacfwrMt  raft  revneu  project. 

Though  the  State  Department  considers 
Rauf  a  ‘’distinguished  Muslim  deric,"  The 
Tunes  said  "surely  the  government  could 
find  another  such  figure  in  the  United 
States  who  is  not  seeking  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars  to  fund  a  construction  project  that  has 
so  strongly  divided  America."

RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  —  As  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention's  two  mission  boards  continue  their  respective 
searches  for  presidents,  they  are  asking  Southern  Baptists  to  set 
aside  August  28  as  a  day  of  prayer  and  fasting  to  ask  God  to 
direct  the  entities' paths.  Officials  with  the  International  Mission 
Board  (IMB)  and  North  American  Mission  Board  (NAMB)  said 
drey  are  making  progress  in  their  searches  for  the  two  men  who 
will  oversee  their  organizations.  Each  has  interim  presidents  in 
place  —  Clyde  Meador  for  IMB  and  Richard  Harris  for  NAMB. 
Spokesmen  for  the  organizations  declined  to  pinpoint  any 
timetable  for  their  presidential  selections  but  noted  they  are 
entering  important  phases  in  he  process.  "This  is  a  critical 
moment  for  these  two  organizations,'  said  IMB  presidential 
search  committee  chairman  Jimmy  Pritchard.  "It  is  a  critical 
time  for  our  convention  as  we  find  God's  man  for  IMB  and  [the 
right  man  for]  NAMB."  Pritchard  said  there's  nothing  special 
about  Aug.  28  other  than  it  is  "always  a  good  time  to  ask  God 
to  speak  clearly  about  who  is  His  choice.  The  search  has  gone 
welt  and  we're  making  some  good  progress  ...  we've  met  with 
a  number  of  quality  men,"  added  Pritchard,  senior  pastor  of 
First  Church  of  Forney,  Texas,  who  oversees  IMB  s  15-member 
search  committee.  "Of  course  our  timetable  would  have  been  to 
already  have  made  that  selection,  but  we'd  rather  be  correct 
than  quick."

In  sub-Saharan  Africa  the 
HIV/AIDS  crisis  is  affecting 
large  segments  of  the  popula¬ 
tion. 

In  2006,  over  M  million 
adults  and  children  died 
because  of  AIDS,  and  more 
than  14.1  million  children  were 
estimated  to  have  lost  one  or 
both  parents  to  AIDS.
